Hi Gang, 


My NC-155 has finally worked its way to the front of the queue, and I 
discovered I don't have a circuit diagram. If anyone's got one, anda 
diagram of internal parts, I'd very much appreciate a copy.. I'd also 
appreciate a copy of the alignment instructions, though if I can figure out 
the IF frequencies I can probably figure out the procedure. 


I powered up (gradually) the radio, and it seems to hear signals, though 
the frequency calibration is off, the VFO drifts, and the rig seems to 
overload with bad audio distortion on strong signals. I also encounted an 
odd parasitic, the likes of which I've never seen before. I hear numerous 
raspy spurs across the bands, roughly 100-200kHz apart, some of which are 
S9 plus and sound as if they're from an amplifier that's decided it would 
rather be an oscillator. They go away when I remove the antenna from the 
receiver, and are attenuated with the rf gain control. They are not real 
signals (as from something else n the shack or neighborhodd), since I hear 
nothing on another receiver connected to the same antenna. 


Also, looking in the back of the rig, I see a 100kHz xtal mounted in a 
ceramic socket. This surprised me, since I also see a "calibrator" octal 
socket on the rear panel, which I assumed was for a 100kHz oscillator. 
Could this be an add-on by a previous owner?

Hi fellow anchorites, 


I recently obtained one of these signal generators and it's certainly a 
beautiful clean piece of gear. It works well but has a couple of 
hopefully minor problems. Before delving into it, I thought I'd ask for 
advice: 


1. While the output level stays wonderfully constant throught most of 
the tuning range, there's a dip at around 20 Mc which is the lower end 
of the highest (20-65 Mc) range. By about 24 Mc all is back to normal. 


2. There seems to be a small but perceptible change in frequency as the 
vernier output level control is moved across its range. This was judged 
by listening to a beat note on a receiver. 


3. The aforesaid vernier output level control seems to generate noise 
and an unstable sort of wobble (the best way I can describe it) in the 
output signal as it's turned. 


4. The calibrator beat note is low in volume and riddled with noise & 
hum. 


I know the first step in checking out any BA is to check the power 
supplies and that is what I will do as soon as I can, but any other 
advice from the accumulated wisdom here will be much appreciated. 


BTW if anyone has one of those maroon inner concentric HP knobs for sale 
or swap it would also be welcome.

Gang: 


Have aligned my HT-44. All I can get out of it is about 65 watts on CW 
and about 25 on SSB. This is the one with the 6146 finals. It took me 4 
hours to finally figure out how to balance out the carrier and adjust 
the phasing controls on the TX to get it to speak SSB. 


I realize that the output will be lower using hte 6146s in place of the 
6DQ5s, but I didn't think it would be THAT much lower. 


I have checked all the tubes, completed an alignment and, using a Bird 
Mdl 43 ThruLine wattmeter, I end up with 65 watts on SSB and about 25 
watts on SSB.

Well this is certainly one way to do it. for this approach I would 
prefer to start with a set which was AM only, not AM/FM. I 

fear that having the FM IF coils connected to the same stages 

as the AM IF coils would be somewhat degrading in possible IF 
selectivity. Also this class of receiver was usally along 

the lines of an AA5, so would have only a single IF stage 

and a pair of 455 kHz IF transformers, so the resulting 
selectivity would not be very good. If you could find a 

car radio from the 50's, when they were AM only, and designed 

for good reception in the far distances between towns, and 

with 256 kHz IF freq for better selectivity, I feel it would 

be a better base to build front end converters for, and it would 
be designed for an external antenna only. Sets such as your DuKane 
typically had a loopstick antenna, and if yours does, it would have 
to be replaced with a shielded RF input transformer to prevent 
broadcast band pickup.

My son and I paid a visit to the Museum of Aviation at Robins Air Force Base 
in Warner Robins, GA today. What a great exhibit! Amongst the many aircraft 
on display, we spotted several command set transmitters, a few BC-348 
receivers and some receivers that looked similar to the BC-348 (same size 
with same type bezel around the dial), and a Model 15 teletype machine. 


They also had an exhibit showing a WWII air base in England with a radio 
shack equipped with two BC-610 transmitters and a BC-614 modulator, BC-348 
receivers and a couple of other receivers that I did not recognize. 


Another exhibit was a full size cutaway section of a mock B-17 fuselage 
equipped from the Norden bomb sight up front, with the radio compartment 
mid-ships with command transmitters and BC-348 receiver, waist guns and tail 
gun in the rear. 


Altogether the exhibit has over 85 aircraft ranging from WWI and WWII 
through Korea and Vietnam wars.

Hello again! 


Well, I have been given a nice Philips (made in Holland) 'GENERATEUR H.F. ' 
(HF GENERATOR), model GM 2883 (any info about it, as manufacturing date, 
welcomed!). It has 7 tubes inside, and it generates a good sinusoidal 
signal. It covers the range from 100KHz to 3QMHz in 6 bands, with an special 
band for (some) IF frequencies (400 to 500KHz). This generator has been in 
storage for about 15 years but, after a complete inside and outside 
cleaning, I've got a working and nice looking generator (as a good BA, it 
weights about 10Kg and it is bigger that my TEK 475 scope, except in depth). 
It has a ‘modulation’ control which lets you select a fixed 400Hz or 2500Hz 
AM modulating tone or an external source for modulation. Here is my first 
question; which voltages are expected in such a modulation input?. I have 
not schematics so I don't know how this task is acomplished in the circuit 
(by the way, is there any source for old Philips equipment schematics?). 


Another thing I'm curious is that it has an 'ATTENUATOR' with an scale 
ranging from 100mV to 1uV and another knob to select the ‘OUTPUT VOLTAGE’... 
Well, both of them modify the amplitude of the output signal; how can you 
know (without an RF millivoltmeter) the approximate output voltage?. The 
instrument has a meter which has an scale ranging from 30 to 120 and 
labelled 'HF' and another from 0.2 to 1.2 labelled 'LF/BF', but there are 
not units labelled. I suppose it indicates millivolts (?), but I'm not sure. 
I guess you should adjust attenuator knob to 100mV, then adjust ‘OUTPUT 
VOLTAGE’ in the meter to 100 and then set attenuator as desired... 


Sorry if these questions are too silly!.

Hi all: 

After spending the weekend with my folks in Salinas, I speedily went to 
my QTH in Los Osos to work on the V2. I put the power supply back 
together and epoxied the broken ceramic feed-thru's. Then, bolted 
together all the units. The hardest one was to made up the PTO back with 
the RF deck such that a PTO tuning gear mated up with the cam-driven slug 
rack (yes, the 32V has one of these!). In the process, I failed to note 
that the dummy screw located above the ANT LOAD control was too long. 
Also damaged the LOAD indicator dial by ramming the long dummy bolt on 
the face of it! Luckily, just minor scratches. For those of you, you may 
think this is heresy but so what: I decided to replace all the front 
panel screws with stainless steel ones (with the exception of the 
original dummy screw). Why? because I didn't want to use the old black 
screws for the front panel mounts and newer ones aren't available. 
Besides, the 75A2 that I restored a couple of years ago has the same 
"screw configuration" I put into it. And, the 32V is now not original 
anymore (remember the replacement P. Dollars xfmr I put in three weeks ago?). 


The restored front panel, meters, and chrome strips are now in place. I 


polished up the bandswitch, main tuning, and mic gain knobs with 
Meguiar's Cleaner. Looks great! Expecting new smaller DAKAWARE knobs for 
the rest of the controls to come in sometime this week.

Remember the old saying about "dumb questions", well this is one of 
them. My BA education is obviously lacking when it comes to using 
an outboard VFO... 


This all started when I decided to fire up the Ranger to check into 
the DX-60 Net today. While I was tuning it up, something went 
"Kapow!" (actually is was more like "Zappppp!") and one of the 5 amp 
fuses in the plug blew. Now I've gotta find out why, but moral of the 
story: remember to use a fused plug (fence-charger type) on Rangers! 


Plan "B" called for hooking up the Globe Scout 65B, but lacking a 
7290 rock and wanting to check out the "new" Globe 755 VFO, I thought 
I was all set...but.... 


The VFO won't put out any signal unless the rear-panel "Key" jack 
is shorted. Yet as soon as I do this, the VFO signal blocks the 
receiver! I moved from the rock-bound era to SSB without passing 
thru the VFO phase, so would like to know how this is done! Maybe 
it would help if I could find the Globe Scout manual... 


Antenna relay contacts to the VFO keying line? Seems kludgy. Any 
other ideas would be appreciated, and probably used!
